Goddard Road will be repaired

Residents living along 
Goddard Road between 
Middlebelt and Inkster roads 
may be in for a headache for a 
while, but the road will be infi¬ 
nitely better after a reconstruc¬ 
tion project commences, officials 
said. 

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers voted last week to repave 
and expand the road to four 
lanes. Infrastructure work will 
also be completed on an as-need¬ 
ed basis, and audio-visual taping 
equipment will be added. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
condition and the traffic on 
Goddard Road has been an issue

A lawsuit filed against Inkster

Reports of low water pres¬ 
sure and pending development 
in the northeastern part of 
Romulus have city officials look¬ 
ing for ways to repair any prob¬ 
lems that might be causing 
headaches for business owners. 

The first step is commission¬ 
ing a water study to find out 
where potential leaks and other 
issues may exist before the prob¬ 
lem becomes too big to easily fix, 
said council members who voted 
to hire a civil engineering firm 
to look at the problem last week 

Orchard, Hiltz and 
McCliment will be paid $44,500 
to analyze the infrastructure in 
that part of the city, and any 
repairs that need to be made 
will come from the city water 
and sewer fund, said Mayor 
Alan Lambert 

“We want to make any repairs 
that are needed before it 
becomes overburdened,” he 
said. “We’re hoping to attract 
more commercial and residen¬ 
tial development to that area. 
We’ve already made some 
repairs that took care of the 
issues we were having, but the 
study will help us identify what 
we need to do in the future.” 

Low water pressure - and get¬ 
ting the problem fixed - is more 
about inconvenience for many 
people, but safety is also a con¬ 
cern. If the pressure remains 
low, it’s difficult for firefighters 
to coax water out of the hydrants 
when there’s a fire. 

The northeastern part of the 
city is earmarked for both resi¬ 
dences and businesses, but it 
was business owners who first 
started experiencing low water 
pressure. 

“We didn’t receive any com¬ 
plaints at all from residents,” 
said Lambert 

Data regarding various facets 
of the aged city system will be 
under scrutiny during the study. 
Fire hydrant usage will be 
looked at, along with records 
from the city and Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, which is 
also responsible for much of the 
water consumption. The area 
located near Hildebrant and 
Harrison roads - where much of

the low pressure was reported - 
will be analyzed. 

Lambert said he thinks there 
is enough water available to the 
residents and businesses in the 
northeast section, but said if 
many new businesses go in there 
- it may not be enough. 

“Once we fixed the valves that 
were malfunctioning in there, 
we had more water than we 
expected. I think we’ll be fine for 
a while, but there may come a 
time when the system has more 
users, and we need to be pre¬ 
pared for that,” he said. “We 
don’t want to be fixing it when 
we’re overloaded.” 

The water and sewer fund 
has about $8 million in it 
presently, Lambert said. “It’s one 
of our healthiest funds in the 
city,” he said. “We’ll be able to

stopped to help -1 and I thought 
it was ridiculous,” Basham said. 
‘The officer and his partner - in 
this case, the partner is a dog - 
should be able to help while 
they’re not on duty without wor¬ 
rying about being sued.

Michigan law already shields 
some individuals from liability 
when they try to assist someone 
in need of help, especially if the 
emergency is medical in nature. 
However, those laws do not pro¬ 
tect people who assist others, but 
are deemed to have acted in a 
negligent manner 

Basham said officers may 
already be protected by the law, 
but said there is nothing con¬ 
crete in Michigan case law that 
spells out that police officers

should receive the same protec¬ 
tions.

At the cusp of a holiday weekend, the price of gas remained at a 
two-year low throughout metro Detroit 

Stations in western Wayne County offered the precious liquid for 
pennies more than $2.50 a galloa 

Curious. 

Now we’re not ones to look a gift pump down the nozzle, but after 
months and months of being told the price of this all-important fuel is 
as volatile as the liquid itself, depending on economic factors like 
demand, unrest in the Middle East, consumer confidence—even the 
weather—we’re forced to wonder which of those things has dimin¬ 
ished. 

It seems strange that, weeks after reports of an eroded supply line 
threatened to send the cost of gas skyrocketing to $4 a gallon and 
beyond, the price has dropped to a two-year low with little explana¬ 
tion and many questions. 

How low will it go? How long will it last? 

Well, here’s a guess: it depends on the pollsters and it will probably 
last until the first week or so of November 

Maybe we’re reaching too far, here, but prices this low the week 
before President George Bush is scheduled to make a trip to 
Michigan seems a bit too much of a coincidence. Perhaps this is a sign 
that the Republican Party, despite members’ seeming confidence, is 
worried going into the stretch of this election season. They say the 
election is winnable, but they don’t mention the asterisk looming over 
everyone’s head. 

The economy is still in the toilet—here, anyway—the war is becom¬ 
ing increasingly unpopular while middle class wages in Michigan are 
dropping and many families are struggling to make ends meet We 
need something to cheer the president for, don’t we? So presto, all of 
the sudden, we can afford to fill up our cars again. 

Well, we admit it will be a nice change for a while not to cringe at 
the pump. We’re not saying we shouldn’t take advantage of this situa¬ 
tion or cry out for the higher prices that curtailed many of our travel¬ 
ing activities earlier this year 

It might be a good idea, however, to cast a skeptical eye when big 
oil companies compassionately tell us future rate increases are nec¬ 
essary, or to put too much stock in this sudden good fortune.

Don’t keep your opinion to yourself 


Newspapers are in trouble. Trust me, I have 
sources on this. 

Readers are increasingly turning away from print 
papers. They aren’t even using them for kindling. 
Recent studies suggest birds would also prefer alter¬ 
native options for cage lining. 

Instead, they go online (the readers, not the 
birds). Even though we, as your local newspaper, 
already provide stories you won’t see anywhere else, 
we’ve followed the trend and are beefing up our 
offerings on the web. 

FYankly, everybody’s wondering: will it work? 

Bird droppings aside, a real survey in the 
Plymouth-Canton schools suggested local media 
opinions didn’t really affect the vote. FYankly, that’s 
no surprise, when many debate whether newspa¬ 
pers should continue the tradition of endorsements 
anyway. 

The pollster, Ed Sarpolus, said word of mouth, not 
news coverage, really drives opinion about those 
types of bond elections. He told an interesting story 
of millage issues that the Grand Rapids Press railed 
against The paper wrote editorial after editorial, 
telling voters why it was a bad idea 

When voters were polled before the election, they 
were asked about what they read in the Press. They 
said they had read the editorials and—get this—80 
percent of them thought the paper had supported 
the bond! 

“They misread the anti-attack,” said Sarpolus. 

Maybe that’s the reason one of our local dailies 


has instituted a weekly news 
quiz. 

The fact is, a lot of people 
pay attention to news—but only 
about the news they care about. For example, 
celebrity break-ups and “baby bumps.” 

Many readers distrust “mainstream” media—a 
perception that trickles down to the local level. 
Then, when a newspaper does a good job on a story 
it goes unnoticed. 

While newspapers with wider circulation are try¬ 
ing to keep subscriptions up, local newspapers are 
wondering how can we get more people engaged on 
issues in their community? 

I think one way is to keep giving it straight to the 
communities we cover and asking them to talk back 
We love the people who write to us about the stories 
we cover, but it’s a small percentage of our reader- 
ship who take the time to send letters these days. 

So, we are letting readers post comments about 
stories on our website, www.journalgroup.com.

Mike Van Tassel will remain an assis¬ 
tant principal at Belleville High School 
after all. 

Following more than three hours of 
deliberation in a closed hearing, Van 
Buren Public School Board members 
decided his transfer to South Middle 
School was in violation of the administra¬ 
tion handbook 

The 4-3 decision to override 
Superintendent Pete LazarofFs transfer of 
Van Tassel to the middle school came last 
week. Board Vice President Ralph 
Nodwell, Trustee Martha Toth, Trustee 
Rob Coutts and Trustee Toni Hunt voted 
yes, while President Dave Peer, Treasurer 
Keith Johnston and Secretary Victor 
Hogan, voted no. 

Nodwell said he didn’t think Van Tassel 
was being treated fairly in the process. 

“In section 5.4 of the handbook it states 
the involvement of a transfer must be sup¬ 
ported by a detriment case and he did not 
qualify under that,” Nodwell said. “We 
write these manuals for a purpose and we 
must treat individuals within the guide¬ 
lines of the program.” 

The decision was made to replace Van 
Tassel, an assistant principal at Belleville 
High School, recently when school admin¬ 
istrators felt his knowledge and skills 
would best be utilized at South Middle 
School instead. 

Van Tassel filed a grievance, which took 
about five days to move into a stage two 
grievance. Administration then had five 
days from that point to respond and, if the 
issue hasn’t been resolved, a hearing with 


the school board was to take place. The 
stage three grievance was filed on Aug. 21. 

Hunt, who was also in support of bring¬ 
ing Van Tassel back to the high school, said 
although he would have done a fine job at 
South Middle School, she felt he’s better 
suited at Belleville High School. 

“That portion of the contract was violat¬ 
ed, his skills are well suited to the high 
school and his placement at South would 
have been inappropriate,” she said. 

Administrative assignments are the 
choice of the school district superinten¬ 
dent and, according to Van Tassel’s evalua¬ 
tion, he successfully completed his proba¬ 
tionary year, officials said. 

“His appraisal was good, not exception¬ 
al, but good,” said Nodwell. “The dedica¬ 
tion he’s made to the high school is 
impressive to us. We have to protect the 
right educator in the right spot” 

Johnston said he didn’t feel the transfer 
was done maliciously. He said it just made 
more sense to move Van Tassel to the mid¬ 
dle school because there is not a team of 
administrators there, like there is at the 
high school. 

“I felt his experience could have gone 
to South, but the process was followed,” 
said Johnston. “I don’t want Mr Van Tassel 
to fail. I want him and the kids to succeed. 
I’m going to support him at the high school 
because it’s on the way of a new direction 
This is behind us now, the board has spoke 
and we will move forward.” 

Toth said she wanted to make it clear 
that the decision did not imply a lack of 
confidence in the superintendent 

“The transfer was done in violation of 
the contract but the contract has unclear 
language, too. That will need to be fixed 


for the future,” she said. “The hearing took 
long because it’s all a matter of interpreta¬ 
tion I believe Mr. Van Tassel would have 
been equally good at either school. I don’t 
believe though that the decision was 
based on personalities or public input Not 
that they’re not important, but they didn’t 
seem to be proper basis for the decision” 


Effective immediately, Van Tassel will 
go back to Belleville High School. Ernie 
Krumm, an interim assistant principal 
there, will go back to teaching. 

“All parties were treated fairly and 
things will go on to have a good opportuni¬ 
ty to produce good education,” said 
Nodwell.

wanted the film to say. It’s a pity, 
too, because this is a film with a lot 
of potential. 

A drama and musical combined, 
the movie follows the lives of two 
friends as they follow their dreams 
of success in the Prohibition Era 
jazz clubs of the Deep South. 
Rooster (Big Boi) is the son of a 
bootlegger with close family ties to 
the world of gangsters. He lives to 
sing and embraces decadence in 
any form. His buddy, Percival 
(Andre Benjamin), meanwhile, 
comes from the ‘right side of the 
tracks’. Always a gentleman, he 
avoids the decadence of life in the 
club and focuses more on writing 
and performing his own music for 
the piano by night while working 
in his father’s mortuary by day. It’s 
a tough life for all of them, and 
soon they must decide where their 
hearts truly lie. For Rooster, that 
means deciding between the life 
he loves and the family he loves 
while Percival must decide what’s 
most important to him: the woman 
he loves and a shot at stardom or 
the respect of his aging father he 
feels he should support 

Taken in separate pieces, the 
film has a lot going for it It’s a fair¬ 
ly interesting premise. The camer¬ 
awork is often dreamlike, occa¬ 
sionally nauseating, and always 
interesting. The dance sequences 
are beautiful, although historically 


minded viewers will probably 
eschew the hip-hop feel of most of 
the routines. 

In the end, though, it just does¬ 
n’t quite work The film—which is 
essentially a vehicle for the mem¬ 
bers the musical group OutKast— 
reminded me of two dogs playing 
tug of war with an old rope. On one 
hand, it wanted to be a serious 
period piece about the challenges 
musicians—particularly African 
American artists—had in realizing 
their dreams. On the other hand, it 
wanted the contemporary hip-hop 
feel of a modem retelling of an old 
story. There was so much going on 
that in the end, neither version 
made much progress. 

The biggest problem with the 
film was the gratuitous inclusion of 
several nonsensical scenes and 
completely anachronous music 
that will undoubtedly make for a 
great music video—but didn’t do 
anything for the movie. 

All in all, it was a reasonably 
good film and significantly better 
than your standard MTV-icon dri¬ 
ven film—remember Crossroads ? 
There’s nothing new about it and it 
tries to do way too much, but it’s 
not a bad way to spend a few lazy 
hours. 

Idlewild, which is rated R, 
includes appearances by artists 
such as Cicely Tyson, Macy Gray, 
Ben Vereen, and Patti LaBelle.
